Anschlag Acknowledges a 
Murder in Butte, 


the Remains. 


Ghastly Confirmation of the Butcher's | 
Confession.

Robbery, Which the Grave Mi den for 
Fourteen MNonthe—** Murder Wiil 
Out’?

Fritz Anschlag, who 1s to hang on the 
- 16th inst. for the brutal murder of Mr. and | 
Mrs. Elitcheoek at Garden Grove 


of the coldest-bivoded brutes that ever 
Slaughtered a human being. ‘The horrible 
butchery of Mr. and Mrs. Hitcaeock js yet | 
fresh in the minds of the people, but. the ¢ 
were notover two or th ee persons who 
knew, up toa few hours ago, that the fiend 
came to this country with his hands yet red 
in the blood ofa human being, whem he 
had murdered in cold blood near Bangor, 
Butte county, inthe pborthern part of the 
Stace. 

The unraveling of the Bangor murder is 
due to Sheriff Kays of this county and his 
deputies, Emil Harris and Jailer Russell. 

The Bangor killing is very similar to the 
Garden Grove slaughter, and goes to prove 
that Anschlag isa naturalhuman butcher. 

As soon as Sheriff Kays had lodged An- 
after the Garden Grove murder, he was 
notified by northern oficers of the 
disappearance ot a farmer named Juiius 
Fug, who lived opposite Anschiag, in Butte 
county, about 16 imiles trom Bangor. ‘The 
northern officers informed Mr. 


ber, ISS7, and it was believed that Anschiag 


either had something todo with the disap- 


pearance of Fug or knew something 
about it. 

The matter was putin the hands of Jailer 
Russel and Detective Harris, and they did 
all in their power to get a confession out of 
the butcher; but he laughed at them, and 
swore by all 
ing. 
‘he ofiicera did not give up, however, and | 
kept working on him, but to no effect until | 
a week ago yesterday, when he made a full | 
confession, * 

it seems that Rev. U. 5, Grant Glick, who 


visited him in his cell a week ago last Fri- 
day, and Anschiag told him that 
Kays had sent word to him by Harris and | 
“Russell that he might possibly proiong his | 
life by making a confession regarding the 
Butte county disappearance. He toid the | 
preacher that he had just read a letter from 
a friend of his in Marysville, and lis 
friend also advised him to confess the whole 
thing, aud he thought he would tuke their 
advice. 

He then recited to Mr. Glick the manner 
of the killing of poor Bhe revereud 
kept own “eoulsel until he 
saw Sheriff Kays, when a consultation was 
had, and the wflicers again visited the mur- 
derer on Saturday iast, and Anschiag told 
the following storv: 

“I killed Julius Fug on the Ist of Sep- 

tember, in the forenoon. had been 
out hunting, and on coming back to my 
house | entered through the back gate, and 
left my gun at the gate. 
“Just as I entered the yard, Fug, who 
lived across the road from me, came over 
and asked me if he could get some inilk. IL 
told him that he eould, when he said he 
was going to the posteffice at Bangor, and 
asked to be allowed to go through the yard, 
ashe could save several miles by going 
across fieids. 1 consented, and told him 
that [-would go part of the way with him, 
as I wished to shovt a hare, « 

“There was another man with me, and 
we had it putup to kill Fug at a certain 
spot, at the corner of my 25-acre farm, 
which I had bought of George Steiger, who 
was an agent for the flume company of 
the eolony. 

“When we reached the corner Fug was 
walking ahead,my a followed him, and 
I brought up the rear. friend give the 
sienal, ‘There’s a "ritz, Shout him,’ 
and | fired and struck Fug in the back of 
the neck.

REPORT BY M.L. WICKS TO THE 
CHAMBER OF COMMEROK, 


An Abundance of This Fuel tor Man- 
ufacturing Purposes—The Feasi- 
bility of Piping It to Los Angeles 
—Statistics Worth Studying. 


The following report, which speaks for 
itself, was submitted’ to the Chamber of 
-Commerce yesterday: 

Los ANGELES (Cal.), Oct. 24, 1888. 

To the Honorable Chamber af Commerce 
of Los Angeles City—Sirs: We, your com- 
mittee appointed to investigate fuel, would 
report that its investigations lead it to be- 
lieve that coal may be hereafter obtained 
from the Elsinore fields, and from the new 
fields now being explored between here and 
San Francisco, as well as from the fleids 
now being opened at South Riverside; but 
that the most reiiable cheap fuel obtainable 
for manufacture is petroleum. Two arti- 
ficial fuels have bee. presented to your 
committee for investigation, the first ‘the 
Nirdlinger petrole-fuei,”’ which is straw, 
sawdust and other similar materials, im- 

reguated with petroleum and pressed.mto 

ricks; this has an odor which is objec- 
tionable. The second. specimen. of 
artificial fuel isa preparatfon of peat and 
other fiber, prepared by A. F. Morton, into 
which he infuses about 5 per cent. of crude 
troleum, or a larger amount of melted 
rae, either of which is by his process de- 
odorized. This fuel is prepared under 
heavy pressure and m de into bricks ata 
cost of about #5 per ton, and supplies a fuel 
easily handled, cleaner than coal, 
almost no ash «nd yielaing nearly double 
the heat derived from the combustion of an 
equal amount of average coal, Peat beds 
from two to ten feet in depth cover large 
areas in this county, being found on the 
Chino ranch, near Westminster, and near 
Compton, As to the supply of petroleum, 
we quote largely from an address of 8. Hut- 
ton, which he kindly handed us: 
in considering the value of petroleum 


- for fuel in Southern California, the most 


important question is that of supp!y and 
the probable price in the future. With a 
view to derive this information, it will be 
necessary to go hurriedly over those dis- 
tricts where oil is at present being p.o- 
duced, and where it is likely to be found in 
paying quantities. 

Commencing our investigations first with 
the Puente fields, principally operated by 
Messrs;. Lacy & Rowland, which is in all 

robability destined to produce many times 
ts present output, it remaining only for 
the drill to locate the miin deposit, which 
apparently has not yet been tapped; from 
there to the experimenta! we'l at Whittier, 
which is now 750 feet in depth, making a 
very good prospect and a good showing 
to increase the area of the present dis- 
trict. Passing over a possible field of the 
future, lying between Newhall and the pro- 
ducing fields of Ventura, we then come to 
the San Fernando district, which has been 
producing for some tweive years, and is re- 
markable for the extraordinary life of its 
wells, one of them having been a steady pro- 
ducer for more than eleven years. Here 
there are several new wells being drilled, 
and one recently struck some tour miles 
east of the main field, shows a much greater 
field than was ever thought available for 
the drill in this region. Ten miles north 
and a little west of these fie'ds we come to 
the district which, im extent and promise, 
is probably the larger of the two, showing 
indications of 

RICH DEPOSITS OF PETROLEUM. 

There are severai wells being sunk -here, 
one of which, at a depth of 650 feet, 
pumped at tne rate of US barrels for a few 
days, when water broke in and spoiled it 
for the present, Northwest of this about 
four miles are the fields known as the Tar 
Creek Basin in the Sespe district, and is oue 
of the best fields vet diseovered.~ The first 
two wells, Nos, 1 and % produce respec- 
tivelv, at 196 feet, 100 barrels per day, and 
at 200 feet 200 barreis per day. The wells 
having decreased, they were sunk to 
greater depth with good success, and 
a number of wels are being drilled 
there that must double its present 
output. Between “the Sespe and ex- 
Mission, some 20 miles distant, lies a ter- 
ritory at present undeveloped, but un- 
doubtedly rich in petroleum, as shown by 


the numerous oil springs, with sometimes 


considerable gas. Coming then to the 
wells of the ex-Mission we find a greater 
development, and a consequently greater 
supply than in any other section of Cali- 
fornia. Here much prospecting was done 
betore finding the right location, but at last 
they struck it with a well which gushed 
forth for a time at the rate of over 800 bar- 
rels per day, which at once put them on the 
right track. 

Much more could be said of the produc- 
ing fields, but it is not the object at present 
to go into details, but simply show the vast 
extent of the petroleum deposits of South- 
ern California and the splendid opportunity 
offered to capitalists seeking an investment. 
There have been numerous attempts to drill 
tor oil in Sante Barbara, San Luis Obispo 
and Kern counties, which, although not re- 
suiting in any benefit to the owners, go to 
Show the drillers conclusively that these 
counties can. be counted on for a great and 
lasting supply in the future. As tothe 
suggestion made by oneof the Chamber 
otf Commerce that an expert with 
sciertific instruments be sent - out 
to determine the proper location to drill for 
oil and gas, we find that the most impor- 
tant scientific instrumentin any oil ceoun- 
try is a drill, and experts cannot tell with 
certainty what is at any special point under 
_atypeantye Nature has shown us a great deal 

y sending its oii springs to the surfaco, 
and California can today claim seme of the 
most expert drillers in the world. The 
present output of the various fields can be 
taken roughly at 35,000 barrels of 42 gal- 
lons each per month. Of this amount some 
13,000 barrels are consumed in this city and 
county for fuel, and the demand is rapidly 
increasing.

-THE TRUE STORY. 
How the Murphison-West Corre- 
apondence Was Made Public 

In view of the palpable misinformation, 
the gross and vicious misrepresentations of 
facts which have been published in the Los 
Angeles Tribune (a so-called Kepublican 
paper) and sent eut from here by a notori- 
ously unreliable news agency, relative to 
-Murchison-West correspondence and 
the manner in which {tt was given to the 
public, Turk Times now’ prints a specific 
and authoritative statement of the true 
facts in the case. The information given 
has been gathered direetly from the small 
ciréle Of persons who are “on the inside” 
and possessed of all the facts. 

The procession of events was as narrated 
be'ow: 

(1.) The idea of writing the letter which 
elicited Lord Sackville’s now famous reply 
originated with Murehison himself in the 
latter part of August or early in September. 
The conception of the contents of the letter 
was his own, though he consulted a confi- 
dential friend in its preparation, After 
some alterations the letter was completed 
and sent off, without aid or interference 
from outside parties. The autnor is known 
to have declared in the outset. and before 
sending his letter, that his object was not to 
perpetrate a joke, nor to gratify mere curi- 
osity, but to get an authoritative expression 
of Minister West’s real opinions on the sub- 
= emraced in the letter addressed to 
iim, 

(2.) Murchison is 4 bona fide and reputable 
citizen of Pomona, of fair intelligence and 
English parentage. Me has lived in Cali- 
fornia many years. He is a voter. 

(5.) Murchison’s letter was dated Sept. 4th, 
and Lord Sackville’s reply was written 
Sept. 13th. The latter was received at 
Pomona Sept. 20th, as shown by the 
receiving postmark, but was retained in 
that place and not made public until a full 
month later, 

(4.) On the 19th of October the West letter 
(together with some letters from Missouri 
presiding elders to another citizen of Po- 
mona) was brought to Los Angeles by W. 
A. Bell, Esq., City Attorney of Pomona, 


and laid before Judge W. “ 
Fitzgerald, member of the Repuh- 
liean State . Executive Committee; 


lienry T. Gage, Esq., late delegate-at-large 
to the Chicago convention, Col. H. G. Otis 
of Tite Times, and one other gentleman— 
amember of the Los Angeles bar. . The 
five persons present at the conference at 
once saw the importance of West’s letter to 
the Republican side, and being thoroughly 
convinced of its genuineness, they then 
and there unanimously decided to make 
the correspondence public without delay. 
Copies of the letters were, howeve?, first 
made by Judge Fitzgerald, and sent the 
same, day to the Republican State Execu- 
tive Committee, with the necessary explana- 
tions. Chairman Quay, of the National 
tepublican Committee, was at the same 
time notified of the facts. 

(5.) Minister West’s letter, as is already 
known, was first made public in THe 
TiMEs on the 2lst of October, and was tele- 
graphed on the evening of that day to the 
Associated Press by its agent here. 

(6.) As soon as practicable thereafter the 
Minister’s letter was photographed by direc- 
tion of the editor of Tite Times, and 
copies sent to the State Executive Com- 
mittee and to leading newspapers of the 
United States. On or about October 25th 
the original was expressed by Judge Fitz- 
gerald to Hon. M. 8S. Quay, chairman of the 
National Republican Committee, in com- 
pliance with his telegraphic request. 

(7.) An emphatic denial is given by aH 
the persons gualified to speak in the pre- 
mises to the statement published in the Los 
Angeles Tribune; to the effect that there 
was ever any arrangement or understand- 
ing, expressed or implied, with the National 
Committee, its chairman, orany of its mem- 
bers, as to when and how the correspend- 
ence should be made public. Neither the 
committee nor any of its members gave any 
direction or expressed any wish to the gen- 
tlemen in charge of the matter here as to 
how it should be handled, for the very good 
reason that they knew nothing whatever of 
the Pomona correspondence till informed of 
it by Judge Fitzgerald’s dispatches and the 
press reports, more than a month after its 
consummation. 

(8.) Concerning the published intimations, 
coming originally from jealous, vindictive 
and mischievous local sources (via bogus 
press dispatches from abroad) to the effect 
that complaints have ccme from national 
Republican headquarters that the matter 
was “prematurely published,” that any 
confidence has been yiolated or any 
blunder made by the men who have been 
handling the matter in Los Angeles—con- 

cerning these senseless intimations, all 
the responsible persons assert that “‘there is 
nothing in it;” that Chairman Quay has had 
nothing to say, either in praise or blame, as 
to the manner in which the correspondence 


was given to the public; nothing 
to say as to whether the publication 
was premature or _ otherwise. The 


oniy dispatch received from him on 
the subject was one asking that the original 
West letter be sent to him forthwith. But,

FOREIGN COMMENT. 


fhe London Papers Very Bitter Over 
the Sackville Affair. 


Lonpon, Nov. 1.—[By Cable and Asso- | 


ciated Press.| The Globe says: “uUn- 
happily for America in one sense, happily in 
another, the character of ministerial and 
journalistic bluster during an election is 
comprehended by politicians of the same 
sort; better, even, than among the best in- 
formed persons here. It is understood as 
a portion of the great scheme which every- 
body sees through, but in which, neverthe- 
less, everybody affects to believe. Which 
ever party scolds England the loudest will 
win. Lord Salisbury preserves England’s 
dignity by not indulging Mr. Bayard’s de- 
sire to hurry over what is only a piece of 
election strategy. As far as England is 
concerned the matter is over. Our only 
cause of shame is that those we call 
cousins are capable of such short-sighted 
foolishness. Both of the leaders have 
chosen to work upon whatever anti-English 
feeling exists, and bid for it by competition 
and bluster. If Mr. Cleveland is reélected, 
be will be a President whose Secretary of 
State sent the British Minister his pass- 
orts and snapped his finger in the face of 
Downing street. It will be a perilous 
character he will have earned, but it will 
have to be maintained.” 7 

The St. James Gazette says, referring to 
the action of the United States in the case 
of Lord Sackville: ‘lt will be most credit- 
able to English good sense if Secretary 
Bayard’s insolence 1s treated with con- 
tempt. The American eagle is ‘a-screech- 
in’.’ Let him screech. e are not ex- 
actly prepared to send iron-clads to Long 
Island because Bayard is outrageously 
offensive. Kespectable Americans who 
stand in neither with Cleveland nor Harri- 


J.son are Dearly as much disgusted -with the 


affair as Englishmen are.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette expresses the 
hepe “that the ire of the Democratic wire- 
pullers is now assuaged, Cleveland could 
do no more without throwing Lord Sack- 
ville in jail.

The British consolation is that 
President Cleveland eclipses Lord Sack- 
ville’s indiscretion.

In fact, 
there is nobody who speaks the English 
language, sofarasI know, since Joseph 
Surface, who has so fine sentiments as “Mr, 
Bayard, [Laughter.| Mr. Bayard’s speech 
is devoted to ‘the wicked conspiracy of the 
Republicans.’ They have all taken that 
word. Mr. has taken that word—

that entrapped Lord Sackville into writing 
a letter [appiause}, and he calls down the 


wrath of the country upon those most 


wicked conspirators that got up that letter 
that Lord Sackville answers.

The following séctions of the United 
States Revised Statutes, pertaining to 
the elective franchise, are published 
for your information and guidance: 

Section 2018. To the end that each 
candidate for the office of Representative 
or Delegate in Congress may obtain the 
benefit of every vote for him cast, the 
supervisors of election are, and each of 
them is, required to persona’ ly seruti- 
lize, count and canvass each ballot iu 
their’ election district or voting pre- 
cinet east, whatever may be the in- 
dorsement on the ballot, or in what- 
ever box it may have been placed or be 
found, to make and forward to the 

ficer who, in accordance with the 
provisions of section 2025, has been 
cesignated as the chief supervisor 
the judicial district in which
